Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.

8. Claims 1, 3, 8, 30, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent Number 5,812,669 to Jenkins et al.. 

9. The art rejections are the same as those previously presented. 

10. Claims 1-11, 13-17, and 19-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent Number 6,490,567 to Gregory. 

11. Claims 12 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent Number 6,490,567 to Gregory in view of U.S. Patent Number 6,466,940 to Mills. 

12. Claims 31 and 33-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent Number 5,812,669 to Jenkins et al. in view of U.S. Patent Number 6,490,567 to Gregory.
